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The  Montana  Arts 
Council  is  continuing  a  na¬ 
tional  search  for  an  executive 
director  to  succeed  David 
Nelson,  who  announced  earlier 
this  spring  he  would  retire  in 
August. 

Jo- Anne  Mussulman, 
executive  secretary  to  the 
council,  also  is  retiring  after  a 
25-year  career  that  began  in 
1966,  when  she  volunteered  to 
conduct  a  survey  of  cultural 
facilities  in  the  state. 

Nelson  and  Mussulman 
became  a  two-person  team  of 
trailblazers  who  moved  the 
organization  forward  from  its 
beginning.  Together  they  have 
been  key  players  in  a  remark¬ 
able  expansion  of  the  Artists  in 
the  Schools/Communities 
program,  individual  artists’ 
fellowships,  Governor’s 
Awards  for  the  Arts,  First 
Book  Award,  and  Montana 
Folklife  Project  They  engen¬ 
dered  the  mechanism  for 
perpetuating  the  Montana 
Cultural  Trust. 

During  their  tenure,  the 
Montana  Arts  Council  has 
evolved  from  a  mainly  grant¬ 
giving  agency  to  a  multi¬ 
faceted  service  organization 
that  provides  assistance  to 
Montana’s  myriad  non-profit 
cultural  groups  and  individual 
artists. 

Nelson  left  the 
Yellowstone  Art  Center  in 
Billings  to  become  executive 
director  in  197 1 .  He  had  a 


long-term  commitment  to 
creating  infrastructure  in  the 
arts  community,  serving  as 
first  chair  of  the  Montana  Art 
Gallery  Directors  Association. 
He  co-founded  the  Western 
States  Art  Federation,  a 
consortium  of  13  western 
states,  and  the  National 
Assembly  of  State  Arts 
Agency. 

Mussulman  was  key  in 
facilitating  the  initial  NEA 
seed  grant  that  led  to  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  Montana  Arts 
Council.  She  became  the  grant 
officer  and  subsequently 
served  in  numerous  other 
positions.  She  was  hired  as 
part-time  executive  secretary 
to  the  council's  board  in  1986 
after  a  brief  retirement. 

Nelson  has  high  praise 
for  Mussulman,  the  Arts 
Council  members,  and  the 
staff.  “I’m  thankful  to  have 
learned  early  on  from  working 
with  Jo- Anne  the  importance 
of  using  a  team  approach  to 
managing  the  work  place.  The 
staff  consists  of  talented 
individuals  with  strong  and 
diverse  personalities.  Their 
ability  to  coordinate  tasks  and 
support  one  another  makes 
them  the  best  in  the  country  at 
what  they  do,”  Nelson  said. 

"We  also  have  a  history 
of  sound  gubernatorial  ap¬ 
pointments  to  the  council, 
from  which  has  emerged  such 
leadership  as  Jessica  Stickney, 
Susan  Talbot,  and  Larry  D. 


Williams  (current  chair),  all 
thr  ee  of  whom  have  been 
acknowledged  regionally  and 
nationally  for  their  capabilities 
and  dedication  to  the  arts." 

Nelson  has  met  or  ex¬ 
ceeded  his  personal  and  profes¬ 
sional  goals  for  the  agency  and 
says  it’s  a  good  time  for  new 
leadership.  His  successor  will 
be  selected  by  the  Montana  Arts 
Council  at  its  July  meeting. 

The  Montana  Arts  Council 
began  in  1967  to  promote  and 
support  the  state’s  diverse  arts, 
artists,  and  cultural  organiza¬ 
tions.  One  of  its  purposes  is  to 
distribute  National  Endowment 
for  the  Arts  (NEA)  funds  and 
other  governmental  and  private 
grants.  Montana  consistently 
qualifies  on  merit  for  an  ex¬ 
traordinary  number  of  NEA 
grants,  and  regional  and  na¬ 
tional  exhibitions. 

Nelson  and  Mussulman 
will  continue  to  support  arts  in 
Montana  as  volunteers.  □

The  Montana  Arts  Council 
spring  granting  session  opened 
in  Helena  June  12  to  decide  who 
will  receive  $100,000  in  council 
grants  to  non-profit  and  govern¬ 
mental  arts  organizations,  and 
seven  $2,000  fellowships  to 
individual  artists. 

The  council  received  85 
grant  requests  totaling  $260,000 
and  108  fellowship  applications. 
The  board  decisions  are  based 
on  recommendations  of  several 
"peer  panels."  In  the  case  of 
fellowships,  a  “blind”  selection 
process  conceals  the  identities 
of  the  individual  artists.

Council  is  casting  ahead  to  find 
new  review  panelists  for  future 
fellowship  and  grant  awards.  “I 
am  convinced  there  are  many 
qualified  individuals  in  Mon¬ 
tana  we  are  not  aware  of  who 
could  serve  as  exemplary 
panelists,”  said  Bill  Pratt,  the 
Montana  Arts  Council’s 
director  of  organizational 
services.  “I  strongly  encourage 
them  to  share  their  interest  in 
the  arts  by  making  themselves 
available.” 

The  Montana  Arts 
Council  has  aggressively 
sought  out-of-state  panelists  for 
this  critical  review  process, 
Pratt  said.  “This  increases  the 
objectivity  of  application 
evaluations  and  provides  the 
state  with  another  perspective 
on  the  quality  of  Montana’s 
artists  and  arts  activity.  It  also 
makes  the  work  of  Montana 
artists  more  visible  to  people 
from  other  regions  of  the 
country.” 

This  year’s  panel  includes 
five  non-residents:  Charlie 
Oates  of  the  National  Theatre 
Conservatory  in  Denver, 
drama/dance  panel;  Marcia 
Britton,  director  of  education 
and  interpretation  at  the  State 
Historical  Society  of  North 
Dakota  in  Bismarck,  folklife 
panel;  Dr.  Marden  Pond  from 
the  Utah  Valley  Community 
College  in  Provo,  music  panel; 
Joan  Ricci,  director  of  the 
Michigan  Alliance  for  Arts 
Education,  organizational 
services  panel;  and  Penelope 
Loucas,  an  independent  con¬ 
sultant  from  Tacoma,  Wash., 
visual  arts  selection  panel.

Montana  Arts  Council  board 
members.
